Multiple sclerosis has b een called a mystery 
disease b ecause the onset is so variab le. It afflicts 
ab out 300.OOO persons in the United States. Al­ 
though the exact cause is unknown we do know 
that it is not contagious. The onset usually oc­ 
curs in persons b etween the ages ot 18 and 40. 
It is lound most frequently in cold, dam p climates 
b ut it cannot b e cured or prevented b v moving to 
a w a rm e r place. 
Multiple sclerosis is a disease of the b rain and 
spinal cord b ut it is in no sense a mental disease 
b ecause it does not affect the thought processes.
